As a result, Doncaster Rovers and Barnsley met in the first round of the 
competition which Doncaster won by two goals to one and this evening 
The Owls meet Rotherham to contest a place in the final.

The much travelled 
Bobby Ham led with seven goals before the 
week-end with former Gillingham and Bristol 
Rovers striker, Carl Gilbert only one goal 
behind. 

Injuries to both ’keepers, Roy Tunks and Jim 
McDonagh have caused a few problems in 
defence but the back four has been fairly 
settled with veteran Billy Houghton, Welsh 
international, Ray Mielczarek, Trevor Swift 
(or Eddie Ferguson) and Mike Leng, turning 
out in most games. 

The midfield unit has undergone several . 
changes but former Leeds and Doncaster 
man. Rod Johnson has been holding a 
regular place with Jimmy Mullen, the normal 
choice at outside left. Norman Whitehead , 
too, is usually included in the side. 

But Bruce Stowell, who was released by 
Bradford City after creating a club record 
of 402 League appearances last season, 
former England youth player Trevor 
Phillips, Trevor Womble and David Bentley 
are other contenders.
